UNIONS WIEL UNITE 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 29.-A move­ 
ment was started at the meeting of the 
Society of Equity for the co-operation 
of the farmers and labor unions in tte 
eft’ 
twenty-four states which have farme 
organizations. 
It is proposed to brand 
all farm truck with the Society of 
Equity label and the unions agree not 
to buy any products which do not bear 
such label. 
Receiving stations are to be built in 
the various cities, where union farmers 
will place their products on sale. 
In return for the protection which 
the unions promise the farmers, the 
latter agree not to buy any but union 
made goods and promise not to take 
the places of union men in case of 
strikes. The plan w’as outlined at a 
joint meeting of a committee from the 
Society of Equity, which adjourned in 
East St. Louis Saturday, and a committee 


from the Building Trades Council. The 
council is composed of thirty-two trades 
unions. 
The farmers have adopted a label 
which is similar to the union label, and 
will hereafter use it strictly. 
It is 
proposed to bring about a thorough co­ 
operation between all the working 
classes and cut out the middle men, 
dividing the profits more nearly among 
the producers themselves.

Mowing 3.000 acres of peas, loading ! 
them on wagons to the height of a ton 
of bay and then threshing them seem s 
like a fairy tale out in th e eastern and 
m iddle states, but in Longmont, Col., 
during certain seasons of the year, it 
Is an everyday occurrence. 
Two hun­ 
dred wagon loads a day come from 
the harvest field and to the weighing 
scales. 
It is a wonderful 
thing 
this 
pea 
harvest of the west. 
H undreds of men 
are employed in the cultivation 
and 
hundreds at the harvest. 
W ithin the * 
past year a train of 
14 large freight 
cars, together with the locomotive ami 
caboose, m ade its waj from Colorado 
to the Atlantic coast, carrying nothing 
but peas. 
It was the first solid train 
of peas to cross this im portant stretch 
of the continent and it m arked an im­ 
portant epoch in the agricultural his- i 


the vines are carried autom atically to 
a conveyor, which delivers them to a 
stack. 
T hese \in e s are used for en­ 
silage, and 
excellent 
ensilage 
they 
make, indeed. 
In som e countries peas 
a re raised, in a small way, for feeding 
stock. 
From L ongm ont the vines are 
shipped in greatest quantities to the 
cattle feeding quarters of Denver. 
T he peas, now separated from the 
pods, next go into a tank of running 
w ater. 
T he whole peas at once sink 
to the bottom, but all 
broken 
peas, 
stem s or leaves float on top. These are 
then easily skim m ed off. 
The good 
peas next pass through a pneum atic 
cleaning m achine 
and

the mow’ers, and the work of loading 
is done so rapidly that it is n ot un­ 
com m on for a load to be cut, loaded, 
hauled to the scales from the re n te r i 
of a 400 acre tra c t and delivered to 
tho canning factory in a 
half 
hour. 
H ere the driver or helper tosses the 
peas to the feeder- a m an who stuffs 
them into the end of a large revolving 
cylinder covered with perforated rub­ 
ber. 
Fifty tons of podded pea vines 
go into th e cylinder every hour. 
Next, tho pods m ust lie broken open, 
and this is not done by 
the 
hum an 
hand, as in the kitchen a t home. 
It 
is a threshing operation if you please. 
On the inside of the cylinder hereto­ 
fore referred to there is a small cy­ 
linder on which are 
bolted 
rubber- 
I sheathed iron paddles arranged like 
a screw. 
This inner cylinder, revolv* I 
ing rapidly, screw s th e vines through 
the large cylinder. 
As tin1 vines go 
round in this cylinder they are slap1 
ped by 
rubber 
faced 
paddles 
and 
draw n through fingers attached to the 
outer cylinder. 
This breaks the pods 
open and the 
peas fall through 
the I 
threshers. 
A feature of 
this 
inven- : 
tion is th a t the severity of the treat- I 
m ent of th e unopened pods increases 
as the vines and 
pods 
travel 
on 
through the cylinder. 
The pods con­ 
taining the tender peas 
are first 
to 
yield, and later on the fully developed 
ones. 
T he peas and the vines 
separated, 


and the soldering iron run around it. 
A thousand cans an hour are filled, in 
the en tire factory the total num ber of 
cans filled every hour is 16,000. 
The peas in can s are 
carried 
in 
steel backets and put into iron retorts, 
the 
lids of 
which are 
subsequently 
bolted down and the peas cooked in 
the cans by 
m eans of 
steam . 
The 
plan of doing every possible portion of 
the work by m achinery is continued 
and the labeling 
m achine 
does 
its 
work to the tune of 21,000 cans labeled 
and packed in a day. 
It is claimed th a t Colorado is espe­ 
cially adapted to the ripening of peas. 
H ere they are grown and ripened, as 
it has been 
appropriately 
put, one 
mile n earer the heavens, in the midst 
of a superior atm osphere and where 
they are w atered by the 
cool 
snow ­ 
w ater brooks of the mountains. 
It is in the 
vicinity of 
Longmont, 
and not far from the great pea beds, 
that tin' notable new enterprises of 
dry farm ing are coming to tin* front. 
By this new system the w ater from 
the rainfalls or m elted snow is stored 
at the very roots of the vegetables to 
be cultivated, instead of in artificial 
reservoirs. 
Thus one ordinary rain 
is m ade to serve the place of two or 
three. 
The preparation and care of 
the surface soil and the subsoil, in ac­ 
cordance with well detinod principles, 
enables the “dry farm er” to store the 
rain in the subsoil.
